Nothing was thought more proper to car- 
ry on this horrid Deſign, than to bring the 
King of Sweden home from Tarkey ; but Pro- 
vidence order'd it ſo, that the late Queen 
died before his Return, which blaſted the 
Project, the Elector having by that Great 
Turn of Affairs got 8 Poſſeſſion of the 
Britiſh Scepter. The King of Sweden was by 

that means effectually diſappointed, and drove 
out of the Empire, not withſtanding all the 
Endeavours of Lewis XIV. to ſupport him 
by Fraud, when he dyrit not do it by Force. 


| Notwithſtanding this Diſappointment, the: 


Spelle continu'd obſtinate, and it is very. pro-. 
bable would have aſſiſted the Pretender laſt - 


Year, had not the ill Poſture of his own Af- 
fairs, and the-Ruffle his Fleet met with in 
the Baltict, prevented it. a We 22131 
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But now he has reſum'd the Deſign, and 
accordingly has given full Powers to Count 
Gyllemborg, his Envoy to the Court of Great 
Britain, to treat with ſome of the moſt zea- 
lous Lords of the Pretender's Party ; and Ba- 
ron Sparre, the Swediſh Miniſter at Paris, did 
offer to come in with the Count as a Second. 
This began the Correſpondence betwixt them 
on the Subject; and the Count, as a Proof 
of his Zeal and Ability, did ſignify to the 
Baron, that either France was reduced to a 


low Condition, or that the Regent muſt cer- 


tainly have a mind to the Throne, and to 
purchaſe it of King George at what Price ſo- 
ever, ſince he was willing to give up Mar- 
dyke, that had coſt France ſo much; as Lewis 
XIV. would rather have been at the Charge 


of a long War, than have made ſuch an ig- 


nominious Surrender. This, Sir, affects all 
true Engliſhmen with a very ſenſible Pleaſure, 
that our Enemies ſuppos'd us to have it once 
in our Power to diſpoſe of the Crown of 
France, which has ſo frequently had the Diſ-

By this we may perceive, that the Poſt-

the Swediſh Fleet at Gottemburg : Therefore he 


preſſes that the Engliſh Faction ſhould come

fourth hundred thouſand even in England, 


Baron Gortz order'd Count Gyllemborg to 
aſſure their Friends in England, that the 


Sweaes were very frank, that nothing was 


more natural and ſweet than Revenge, and 
that they muſt therefore be convinc'd of the 
Neceſſity of helping the Swedes with Mony: 
And he tells the Count, that this Buſineſs 


had for ſome time been part of his Corre- 
ſpondence with Baron Sparre, the Swediſh Am- 
baſſador in France. The better to cover the 


Deſign, Gortz was for receiving the Preten- 


der's Mony under the Notion of a Loan, 


with Aſſurance of the King of Speden's Re-

This may let us ſee the intolerable Polly 


of our Faction, to advance Mony to that 
Prince whom his own Subjects don't think 
fit to truſt, as indeed they have no Reaſon. 
But it ſeems neither his known Poverty nor 
Tyranny is able to hinder our Jacobites 
from truſting him ; ſo fond are they of their 
darling Deſign to bring in a Popiſh Preten- 
der at any rate, tho to the viſible Ruin of 
their Country. | * 


It appears however, that their Zeal was a 
little cool'd, ſince one of their Principals, to 
whom Gyllemborg ſhew'd Gortz's Letter, ex- 
preſs'd his Fear of having the Deſign diſco- 
ver'd by him the ſaid Gyllemborg to his own 


Party. The Cauſe of this Fear was, that 


they had receiv'd three Poſts from Avignon, 
which did not ſhew the Pretender to be in 
ſuch a Forwardneſs, and doubted at laſt of 
the King of Sweden's Aſſiſtance: and therefore 
he told Gyllemborg, that thoſe of Avignon durſt 
not, upon ſuch an Uncertainty, engage the 
Party here to advance the Mony, becauſe 
they were ſenſible it was the laſt which the 
Faction would give them, if they found it 
otherwiſe employ'd than to the purpoſe it 
was given for, and unleſs they had poſitive 
Aſſurances of Help from the Swedes. And as 
to lending Mony upon Intereſt, and Securi- 
ty of Repayment, they needed not run that 
- | . Risk; 
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isk; for they made 7 or 8 per cent. by the 
publick Funds, upon Parliamentary Security 


at home, Which was punctually paid every 


aſfure them only by his Promiſe, which they 
would rely on more than on all the Securities 
and Engagements of others, they would 
make ſuch Efforts, as ſhould leave him no 
cauſe to repent of ſuch his Promiſe. This 
they thought but very rea ſonable, ſince they 
were to engage their Friends, and endanger 
their own Lives and Fortunes. 


Nothing ſurely can be a greater Demon-
